CHANGES IN TELSTAR 
CURRICULUM/PUPIL 
MANAGEMENT ANNOUNCED 

Proposed changes in the curric- 
ulum and pupil management. prac- 
tices at Telstar Regional High 
School were presented to the M.S, 
A.D, 44 Directors at a récent meet- 
ing, The changes have been adopt- 
ed and are to be implemented for 
the 1981-82 school year, 
~ The first of these changes es- 
tablishes the maximum number of 
non-tnaditional credits that shall 
be awarded towards graduation. 
One credit of independent. study, 

one. credit of correspondence study 
‘and one credit of teacher aide shall 
‘be accepted, In order for the stu- 
dent to receive credit for non-tra- 
ditional courses, the ‘student must 
follow the guidelines established in 
the 1981-82 course guide, 

In order to maintain the optimal 

“elass size and to insure equal op- 
portunity for all qualified students, 
to elect courses there shall be no 
doubling up of English and Sociial 
Studies courses. The only exception 
to this policy shiall be students who 
are enrolled in the N.O.V.A. pro- 
gram and those students who need 
a specific course due to failing a 
course in either English or Social 

Sophomores who have demon- 
strated academic promise. by 
maintaining a grade of 85% or bet- 
ter in World Studies IT shall bé 
allowed to elect the American 
Studies sequence of courses, The 
American Studies sequence is nor- 
mally geared for students in their 
junior year of high school. 

Basic skills courses in Wood- 
working, Business, and some So- 
cial Studies will be expanded from 
nine week offerings to 18 week of- 
ferings. It is expected that .the 
material covered in these courses 
will be more in depth than at pre- 
sent. 

Due to recent enrollment trends 
the courses in Latin and German 
I have been deleted from the cur- 
riculum offerings. Students wish- 
ing to pursue foreign languages 
will be encouraged to elect French 
‘and Spanish courses of study. 

In the area of pupil management 
two significant changes will take 
place in-September. Study halls 
‘are to be instituted for all students 
in grades nine through twelve. Al- 
so phase two of the ‘‘Telstar smoke 
out” is to be implemented. Stu- 
dents in grades nine and ten will 
not be granted smoking area pri- 
vileges, It is expected that the 
phase out of the smoking area will 
continue in future years. 

A meeting was held Thursday, 
May 28, for parents of eighth 
graders to review the changes 
and orient parents to the high 
school. Students have been issued 
curriculum guides and will be 

selecting courses of study for the 
ensuing year.
